The big shots 
of business and banks continue to be 
utterly stupid, and continue to pile 
up profits and block the road to re- 
covery. 

Resentment among the workers 
piles up and up—and when the pres- 
sure gets high enough, there has to 
be a let-out of steam somewhere. 
For instance, Toledo had one, so did 


Detroit, Minneapolis, San Francisco 
and so on, 
But in ‘Toledo, it happened that 


many of the business men who were 
interested in the plants where strikes 
occurred, were also leaders of banks 
that had gone busted—and as a re- 
sult the general public sided in with 
the strikers. Nobody, it seemed, had 
any great love for the banker-business 
men. ;

The strike front is hot and prob- 
ably will get hotter. Read 
daily papers of the strikes of bakers, 
steel workers, auto workers, téam- 
sters and dock workers, and triple 
the strike news to get a good picture 
of the situation. 

Today’s str'kes may be ended to- 
morrow, but tomorrow may bring 
new ones. Men who prefer peace are 
forced to light. Industries, urged by 
NRA to be fair, are standing with 
their backs to the wall trying not to 
be fair. Wages have been cut, with 
perhaps a few lower ones raised. 
But as a whole the purchasing power 


hasn’t increased much, twelve mil- 
lion still looking for jobs, and no 
jobs to be had. ‘

why does the working man not have the same right to 
organize for his protection? 

The daily papers play up the criticism of the long- 
shoremen by certain civic leaders who claim that organ- 
ized labor is being led by radicals and reds. This type of 


criticism is too well known to the workers and is just 


another way of looking for sympathy from the public so 
that the real issue can be avoided. 

Take for example the statements made by Mr. Mail- 
liard, president of the Chamber of Commerce of San 


Francisco, who says that the longshoremen’s strike is 


being led by reds and radicals and has called on the in- 
dustrial association to “determine a method” to end the 
longshoremen’s strike. This is not an unusual statement 
nor is it an unusual procedure for a chamber of com- 
merce president to take. Calling on an open shop group 
to settle a closed shop argument is the right way of do- 
ing business, according to Mr. Mailliard’s way of think- 
ing. 

Mailliard has called upon the industrial association 
to bring about a peace pact. Does Mailliard think that 
organized labor has forgotten how the industrial associa- 
tion imported Black-Jack Jerome at the time of the car- 
penters trouble here? The carpenters were fighting for 
the same identical conditions as the longshoremen are 
now fighting for. 

Mr. Mailliard should stop and think that the thou- 
sands of longshoremen that are out on strike are not out 
on a pleasure jaunt—they are out on a principle and 
would even sacrifice their job to gain that which they 
think is right and within reason. Longshoremen would 
not strike provided things were equal but that’s the very 
point—things are not equal — they are onesided — all 
going the employers way—yet Mailliard and his group 
would try and make the people believe that everything 
was in reverse and that the reds and radicals were the 
only issue involved in this strike. 

Common sense and good judgement is often 
absent in the minds of business leaders, as is evi- 
denced in this case, and statements made by them 
very often upsets the apple cart. Strikes do not make 
reds and radicals—but conditions imposed upon the 
workers do however. Workers do not make their 
own conditions when unorganized—the employers 
make conditions for them and very poor ones at 


that. 
So why brand unionism, the only group of people 


that has successfully eliminated the reds and radicals out 


of their groups, when employers who believe in open 
shop conditions and beating down the working man 
until he becomes red or uses his best judement and 
strikes as the ones at fault, is something that even the 


_chamber president has not explained as yet! 


Morgans and Mellons have done more to breed com- 
munism in the United States than any other individuals 
and it is possible that Mailliards’ statements will breed 
more reds and radicals than the above two mentioned. 
Anyway he will go down in union history as one of the 
great agitators of the reds and radicals and a creat be- 
liever of strikebreaking and open shop conditions. 

What hurts Mailliard most is the rumor that the 


President of the United States has eliminated him and 


his chamber group from his New Deal program. ‘Give 
labor the right to organize” is Roosevelt's plan, and 
naturally Mailliard is against this idea. 

The chamber, we must remember, was the first and 
only group to oppose the President's National Recovery 
Act from its first beginning. 

Morgans, Mellons, Mailliards and the industrial as- 
sociation will be remembered for sometime to come as 
the ones responsible for spending millions of dollars 
establishine open shop conditions throughout the country. 

The industrial association, like Mailliard’s chamber of 
commerce, is not an employes’ group, but quite to the 
contrary—it is a group sponsored by big interests who 


believe in keeping the workers down—and they too do 


not come under section 7A of the NRA. So why should 
Mailliard want to bring in the industrial association when 
he knows full well they do not come under the heading 
“employer or employe?” 


Is Mailliard trying to fool somebody by his clever 
way of defeating the NEW DEAL?

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TAX SMOKESCREENS AND REALITIES 


By far the larger portion of our daily papers and other | 
publications on which the general public depends for its in- | 
ouflage in their discussions on taxation that the average | 
person would require something more than an X-Ray 
machine to determine what lies beneath it all. 

For instance, the “long-suffering public” has had a form-| 
idable barrage of propaganda hurled into their eyes and ears | 
to the effect that people are being taxed to the breaking point | 


and that what must be done is to reduce these taxes and the | 
way to do it is to cut the salaries of public officials, school 
teachers, etc., and abolish such departments of government | 
as deal with labor laws and humanitarian departments of | 
government, merge schools and departments of government, 
thereby saving millions of dollars. 


This propaganda stares people in the face from the head- 
lines of the news papers and is continually being dinned 
into their ears over the radio and from the platform until | 
those who stop thinking when the propagandists ends his 
argument in print or on the air, are so completely carried away 
with the smoke and noise that they just swallow it as handed 
to them, never dreaming that behind all this camouflage is a 


mass of realities that present the entire matter in a very 
different light. 


Let the average individual sit down and figure up all he 
now pays in the form of gas taxes, sales taxes, licenses, pen- 
alties, tuition and fees to our public schools, service charges 
and what not and then add that to his property tax, provided 
he has any property left, and it will be found that, with all 
the wage cutting that has been done, with all the schools that 
have been closed, with all the government functions, that 
have been abandoned, all in response to this tax reduction 
propaganda, the average individual is paying more and get- 
ting less than ever before. 

On the other hand the large corporations, the big land 
companies, the public utility corporations, the banks and 
mortgage companies and the real estate speculators, who 
have been so busy foreclosing on the farms and homes of 
those who had made the unwise attempt to try to buy them 
on the installment plan, are not paying anywhere near the 
percentage of the total tax bill formerly paid on land hold- 
ings. Hence the reality of all the noise, which has been made 
about lowering the taxes, when we measure it by the actual 
results, is that the very rich have been benefited, while the 
vast majority of people are paying a much larger total tax 
now than ever. 

In other words what has thus far been accomplished is 
that a large portion of the tax burden has been taken off the 
shoulders of the rich, who are most able to pay, and has been 
transferred to the shoulders of the poor, who are least able 
to pay them. 


On the top of all this both day schools and night schools 
have been closed to millions in the United States. Many of 
the children, who have been taken out of the factories by the 
NRA have neither schools nor teachers available to provide | 
them with the education they need so badly. Instead they and 
millions of unemployed are left to drift into lives of vice and 
crime for which society will have to pay a mighty heavy 
future tax. 

Such economy is nearly all loss. Such tax reduction for 
the few at the expense of the many and at an actual increase 
in taxes for them is the penalty the majority of our people are | 
paying for permitting themselves to be duped by the propa- | 
gandists operating in the background of practically all the 
so-called tax reduction propaganda, which so many of our 
credulous citizens and voters have been falling for. 

Is it not about time that voters, generally in this state, 
become aware of what is behind all this smoke? Decide now 
to vote for the new tax plan being put on the ballot with an 
initiative petition to abolish all sales taxes and instead of 
taxing improvements place the burden of taxation on the 
land wealth in California, which is now largely owned by a 
comparatively few, although the many, who pay most of our 
sales taxes, actually produced that wealth for them in the first 
place, by improving farms and building homes, factories, 


business blocks, and otherwise making adjoining lands 
valuable.
